{n-Ald Schools (af which latter ro bave been 
opened daring the year) In addition to numerous 
Chinese fong ools, It has often struck 
me as oxtraordinary—not to say discreditable— 
that, after § year of British rule, the vast 
mafontiy of Chinese in Hongkong should remain 
so little “ Avgilcised.” I have thus been led to

. THY SILVER PROBLEM. ' 

Thosilver question remains as much a problem 
asever, I had hoped that before this the evils 
of mdeprectated dollar would have been com- 

sated forin some degree by an influx of 

glish capital into the Colony, but the stabillt 

of exchange appears to be ‘beyond all control, 
andso long as that is the case, English capitalists 
will probably prefer. to assist the mpparently 
falling industrics of Lancashire rather than run 
any risk in tndastrial ventures abroad, I notice, 
however, that {n Shavghat capital fa belng 
readily eubscribed for the establishment of 
Cotton Mills and other tndustrles, and I could 
wish to sea m slcilar spirit of enterprise abroad 
in this Colony, With its anceasing water supply 
the “model settlement” ‘has advantages 
fn this respect which are denied « to 
Hongkengs but there {s -no reason why 
local difficulties’ should not be faced and 
ultimately. overcame, or why this valuable 
entrepdt cA Eastern commerce should not also 
become ere long a great industrial centre, 

THE GREAT EASTERN PROBLEM. 

Past and passing: polltical events {n the Far

Smr,—Belore the Tytam waterworks (which 
costus more than a militondoltars) were started, 
we never hadany complaints of water famine, 
becacse wehad a good supply from private aswell 
as public wells, which employed hundreds of 
water carriers daily to supply our wants although

When the waterworks wero started we were 


assured by Government that wa should bence- 
forward be provided with ot ample supply ‘of 
water without the necessity of using the wells 
Io the colony, which were considered unhealthy 
and unfit for human consumption or ewen for 
washing purposes, abd conseqacntly 
recommendation of the Sanitary and Medical 
Boards; the latter were condemned and ordered 
to be closed. vs :
